Terlinden’s Good Intentions.

I was 
at the head of a large and prosperous busi- 
ness enterprise, and had the ambition to 
help every one of my men to become an 
independent house owner.

‘three months ago, financial difficulties arose 
and soon I was helplessly involved.

Strikers Now Certain to Win Their

in operation. When the Joliet men decided to 
quit the manufacturers were surprised. They 
are now wondering where this strike move- 


“Tt is.not going to stop. Look out for the 
North and South Chicago men. They cannot 
ord to keep working when Joliet and Mil!- 
waukee are out, and we are struggling for 
them. We will have every wheel owned by 
the Federal Steel company tied up before the 
middie of next week; and before.the end of 
the week we will have many more of the steel 
corporation's interests crippled. 
“The vote of the Riverside steel workers 
at-Wheeling tonight to come out is another 
gratifying piete of news, Weare going right 
along. getting them all qut.”’ 


Shaffer Talks of Moving Mills. 
‘President Shaffer made a statement today 
with respect to the threat of the United 
States Steel corporation to remove certain of 
the plants from cities where strong union 
sentiment prevailed to communities that 
were inclined to be more friendly. He said: 
“Ever since the United States Steel cor- 
poration was formed the plan for concen- 
ating plants in towns where economical 
operation was the strongest feature has been 


only matter left to be settled was a favorable 
opportnalty for carrying out this plan. The 
mills would not have been moved for some 
time had it not been that the men refused to 
work in them under the conditiong imposed 
by the officials of the company. 
“The fact, however, that there will not be 
epeugs men to operate the milis, even after 
they are removed, without our people, pre- 
cludes the idea that the trust will gain any- 
thing by this threat, which is utterly void 
of signifieance when sifted down to thé bot- 
tom facts."’

First Move by Federation. 

The employés of the Pennsylvania Tube 
works, a plant in this city controlled by the 
National Tube company, completed their 
organization as a lodge of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor today and made a demand 
on the management for a general gdvance 
in wages, There are about 1,000 employés 
in the works and it is claimed that 875 of them 
have been organized. They threaten to join 
the strike unless their demand was granted. 
The management agreed to meet a committee

BOYNTON QUITS TUBE FIRM. 


President of Shelby Company Resigns, 
the Concern Having Been Absorbed 


Charles T. Boynton, President of the Shel-. 
by Steel Tube company, has resigned. An- 
nouncement of his retirement follows the 
confirmation of the report that the United 
States Steel corporation has absorbed the 
Shelby Steel Tube Mr. Boynton 
left Cleveland, where the headquarters of 
the company are located, and came to Chi- 
cago yesterday. His resignation was effee- 
tive Aug. 15. It is expected that the trans- 
fer of the company to the steel corporation 


| will be earried out at once. 


The Shelby company will be absorbed by 
the National Tube company, one of the con- 
stituent concerns of the United States Steel 
corporation. The Cleveland office probably 


operating office. 

According to the terms announced last 
week stockholders of the Shelby company 
will get little for their holdings. One share 
of United States Steel preferred will be 
given for three of Shelby preferred, and one 
ot Steel common for four of Shelby common. 
The deal, interests in the Shelby company 
ri probably will be put through on that 

s. 


The Shelby company was organized under 
New Jersey laws in February, 1900. It took 
over the Shelby Steel Tube company of Ohlo 
and several other concerns. Its principal 
business was the manufacture of bicycle 
tubing, but with the decline in the bicycle 
business its revenues fell off. An effort was 
made to equip the plants to manufacture 
other forms of tubing, byt in doing so they 
were brought into competition with the Na- 
tional Tube company, an older and stronger 
corporation. | 

The Shelby company had an authorized 
capital of $6,000,000 preferred and $9,000,000 
‘common, of which $5,000,000 preferred is out- 
standing and $8,150,000 common. Its direc- 
ters are as follows: W. E. Miller, Albert A.

the China campaign far beyond its actual 
importance. 
- It is a curious fact that many papers are 
discussing which nation Von Waldersee 
meant as the one whose name paled. They 
agree that it could have been only Great 
Britain. Indeed, the reference is 
as being so direct as to be highly impolitic. 
The Anglophobe papers, however, rejoice 
that Von Waldersee “ expressed f 
frankly.’”". Even these papers advise ‘to 
“speak briefly or not at all.” 

See Hopes of Chancellorship. — 

One’ of the most interesting inferences 
drawn from Von Waldersee’s speeches is that 
-he hopes to become Count von Builow’s 
successor as Chancellor. This is widely be- 


lieved, but any one who saw how bent and 
weary Yon Waldersee looked in the funeral 


One of the sharpest criticisms of Von Wal- 
dersee comes from the Cologne Volks Zei- 
tung (a leading Centrist organ), which com- 
pares him to Dr. von Miquel (the former. 
Finance Minister), and refers to him as 
“ playing the role of a secret Gegen-Kanz- 
ler” (anti-Chancellor). The paper asks 
whether Von Billow regards it in Germany's 
interest that Von Waldersee should make 
such speeches, adding: ; 

“Tf things go on in this manner it will be 
impossible to maintain Germany’s policy at 
all. If a zigzag course is bad enough in 
internal politics, much more must many 
cooks spoil the broth in diplomatic affairs.” 
The ‘article closes sharply as follows: | 

“ Either the nation will have to accept the 
Chancellorship of Von Waldersee or he must 


stop talking.” . 
Savage Attack on Count. 

The Hamburger Nachrichten (National Lib- 
eral) disposes of Vom Waldersee rather sav- 
agely. It says: 

“ His Hanover speech by no means shows 
hfs fitness for the Chancellorship. It is un- 
statesmanilike for him to boast of diplomatic 
achievements in China in a form directly 
wounding to other nations.”’ 

It regards the speech as calculated to fos- 
ter anti-German feeling in the foreign press, 
causing “fresh suspicions to be aimed at

The National-Liberal papers criticise the 
speech unfavorably.

Russia are officially declared to have pro- 
duced “insufficient,” others ‘“ sufficient,” 
and others still “‘ under the average’’ crop 
of cereals. 

Only two provinces out of seventy have | 
really good harvests. Among the “ insuffi- 
cient ’’ are the best wheat growing districts. 
The official.“ insufficient ”’ means utter star- 
vation. 

The famine-stricken area exceeds half a 
million square niiles, and about the same 
area as that of thé great famine of 1891.

LONDON, Aug. 18.—The effect of Lord 
Kitchener’s, or, rather, Joseph Chamber- 
lain’s, proclamation is not distinctly notice-. 
able in south Africa. There are rumors of 
a renewal of negotiations between Botha and 
Kitchener, but these are probably fictions, 
like the vagaries respecting Kruger’s letters 
of marque to privateers. 

The number of voluntary surrenders jhas 
not increased, but possibly it is premature 
to look for g result of this kind, when the 
proclamation allows several weeks in which 
the Boers can reconcile themselves to the 
idea of submission. 

Practical military men have little confi- 
dence in the efficacy of the proclamation as 
@ peacemaking agency, but admit that it 
will be useful to havea convenient date fér 
another. manifesto withholding belligerent 
rights and changing the character of mili- 
tary operations. 


Few Changes to Report. 

Thére has been no material change in the 
situation during the last week. The Orange 
River Colony is more peaceful than any 
other section, but this is because the country 
has been thoroughly cleared and the com- 
batants have been driven north and south 
for ammunition and food. Four Boer com- 
manders have been lost recently in the 
Transvaal and the burghers seem to be thor- 
oughly dispirited. General French has had 
'most arduous work among the Cape rebels, 
but is gaining ground and reducing the area 
of hostile operations. He is driving Krut- 
zinger’s and other commandos towards and 
across the Orange River into the districts 
which have been emptied of population and 
stock. There is, indeed, ground for a larger 
reserve. of optimism than is displayed in the 
meager’ reference in the King’s speech to the 
progtess of British arms fn south Africa.

The frame, which is in- 
tended to carry a car and a twenty horse- 
power motor, will be twenty meters long 
and the total weight will be 500 kilograms.

Italy and Austria Far Apart. 

The <Austrian-Italian-Albanian question 
has developed considerably during the pres- 
ent week. So far as Italy is concerned the 
controversy has become a fierce polemic 
between the Popolo Romano on the one hand 
and the rest of the press on the other. The 
Popolo Romano alone insists upon the neces- 
gity of a policy of loyalty toward Italy’s 
ally, Austria, on all Eastern questions. The 
other papers, including the ministerial or- 
gan, advocate vigorous action in Albania. 

It is impossible to avoid the conclusion that 
the Italian press has received orders to fight 
Austria tooth and nail. They have accord- 
ingly entered a campaign much mére violent 
than was carried on against France after 
the Franco-Italan commercial rupture. 

There is some reason for fear that the pres- 
ent newspaper campaign wae designed de- 
Mberately to prepare the public mind of Eu- 
rope, as well as of Italy, for drastic action . 
in the Adriatic. 


New Conditions for Dreibund. 
It is significant that all the official and 
semi-official news agencies in Rome this 
week published a note which was directly 
inspired by the Foreign Ministry, stating 
that Italy, before renewing the Dreibund, 
will insist upon such modification of existing 
treafles as will give guarantees for the main- 
tenance. of the equilibrium in the Adriatic, i 
as well as the Mediterranean. 
The note also states that the interests of 
Italy and other powers in the Balkans must 
be made clearer by new treaties. 
In furtherance of the maintenance of the 
Adriatic equilibrium the Italian government 
proposes to convert beautiful Venice into a 
military post of the first class. The reneral 
staff of the army has communicated the 
scheme of the Ministry of Marine. It involves 
an expenditure of an immense sum, and has 
been approved by the Cabinet. It will be sub- 
mitted to the Chamber at the autumn session, 
What Austria will have to say to thie remains 
to be seen. 
La Corriene Della Sera, -which is the widest 
circulated paper in Italy, has particularly 
distinguished itself in the newspaper war 
against Austria, and also as the chief organ 
of the conservative party. Much importance, 
therefore, naturally is attached to its edil- 
torial views. It warned the government yes- 
terday that if immediate steps were not té- 
ken to reach an understanding in regard to 
Abania a serious conflict would arise with 
Austria, which would make a renewal of the 
triple allfance impossible.

PEAKING as a trades unionist, with all deference to 
the opinions of the advocates of political action, Iam 
prepared to say that there has been no force so potent 
in alleviating the wrongs and sufferings of the toilers 
or in elevating the citizenship-of the workers as the 
trades organizations or guilds of workingmen. In 
fact, itcan be demonstrated beyond the possibility 
of successful contradiction that the trades union 


movement has been the greatest teconciling force 


between labor and capital, and that in the trades in 
which the workers are best organized wages are 
highest, conditions of employment most favorable

I am an ardentbeliever in the American people, and am 
confident that if given an opportunity to properly inform itself upon the rights | 
or wrongs involved in a pending dispute between capital and labor the public 
will invariably place itself, in the most,emphatic manner, upon the side of 
the persons who are being wronged. While all trades unionists may not 
agree with me that the public should be consulted before a strike is inaugu- 
rated, I have made the unqualified declaration that no organization of labor 
and no organization of capital is vested with moral authority to cause a 
cessation of industry without giving the public—the third party to all labor 
disputes—an opportunity to express itself upon a matter which unquestion- 
ably affects its interests. In taking this position I do not wish to be under- 
stood as being in favor of labor surrendering the right to strike. While

FF we read Homer, the Edda, or other epic works of

We admire 
those heroes and heroines for the natural and unre- 
served manner of expressing their sentiments and.

Is it really nowhere to be found now? Has it 
completely disappeared? Is it nothing but a mere 
reminiscence of a period when man was closer to 
nature than now?

The Yale men who will form the team 
against the Englishmen are, ina word, Yale’s 
point winners in the Yale-Harvard dual 
games, the principal contest of the season for 
the Yale track team. Yale and Harvard will 
each send one man into every event against 
the Englishmen, and each college selects its 
own teams as it chooses, each without regard 
to the methods of the other in making the se- 
lection. 

The Yale leaders do not know just how 
strong Hargrave and Boardman, two star 
athletes, will find the leg muscles which were 
strained so badly in the spring competition 
that both have been unable to compete for 
months. Reports: from Hargrave, who has 
been spending the summer at his home in 
Ciacinnati, indicate that he has been running 
some without any trouble from his wrenched 
tendon. The Yale trainers are fairly confi- 
dent that he will be fit when he starts 
against the Englishmen. 


Hargrave the Mainstay. 


Hargrave will be the Yale mainstay in 
the 100-yard dash. He is the fastest Ameri- 
ean from either Yale or Harvard, and both 
colleges feel they need him at his fastest 
form to defeat the fleet Hinds of the Eng- 
lish team. 

In the case of Boardman more uncertainty 
felt. His tendon was strained the most 
severely of any on record at Yale in years, 
and it has since then been a possibility that 
he might never be able to race again, al- 
though he has been handled by specialists 
who say that the chances are he will be 
strong again this fall.

LAST WEEK DULL IN BOSTON. 


Increase of 42 Per Cent in Assessed Val- 
uation of Realty in Twenty- 
five Years. 


Boston, Mass., Aug. Aug. 11. —[Special.]—The 
last week in the real estate market was in 
remarkable contrast with the preceding 
week, when the amount of business trans- 
acted was unusually large for this generally 
dull season. Last week, however, transac- 
tions took a big slump. ‘In fact, they do not 
begin to compare favorably with correspond- 

ng weeks of previous years. The total 

ransfers of all kinds were twenty-five less 

than the corresponding week last year. The 

eam Ea of mortgages has fallen off as well, 

nd so has the amount of the mortgages. 

The latter have decreased almost one-half 

from the corresponding week last year and 
also from the preceding week. 

For the twenty-five years ending with 
1900 the total valuation of Boston increased 
42 per cent, or $335,214,000. This increase 
was due wholly to the increased‘ valuation 
of real estate. The valuation of personal es- 
tates in Boston are less than in 1875—some 
$8,335,000 less. It is somewhat singular that 
the valuation of personal estates in Boston 
reached its highest point in 1874, the year in 
which Brighton, Charlestown, and West 
Roxbury were annexed. Previous to 1875 
there had been continuous gains in personal 
as well as real estate valuations.
